Recall organizer Bob Winslow 
said, however, that an assessment 
and a tax are effectively the same 
thing. He added that Councilman 
Bacon made the same claim dur- 
ing his last election effort in a 
brochure reading, ‘‘(Bacon) 
thinks potential assessment 
districts are nothing more than a 
tax which should be submitted to 
the voters.”’ 

Bacon said he still believes that 
an assessment is the same as a tax, 
but now thinks that it is an issue 
to be decided by the council, not

While promoting the assessment 
before its passage, the council 
assured the public that it would 
specifically benefit lighting and 
landscaping, unlike a tax which 
would benefit the general fund. 
When asked about the assessment 
now, city staff members beam 
about the new levels of general 
fund monies now freed up. 

A study of the assessment’s 
financial impact at City ~Hall 
revealed why officials may be 
hesitant to hail the assessment too 
loudly: It allows them to spend 
money in ways that were struck 
down during last year’s unsuc- 
cessful efforts to pass a fire 
assessment. 

State law specifies that the 
money raised by the assessment 
must be spent only on costs 
related to lighting and landscap- 
ing, but El Cerrito staff have 
found that a wide range of costs 
can be fit into that category. 

A Preliminary Benefit Assess- 
ment Budget drafted by city staff 
shows that assessment revenues 
will cover the city’s entire par 
maintenance budget of $289,100, 
and the entire lighting budget of 
$150,000 (including approx. 
$50,000 for turniug on and main- 
taining lights previously

Planning Commission 
Against Second-Story

ALBANY -- Unlike ‘‘The In- 
credible Shrinking Man,’’ which 
was a work of science fiction, the 
city of ‘‘The Amazing Expanding 
House,”’ is quickly becoming a 
reality here. Several residents 
were recently shocked to discover 
that the Planning and Zoning 
Commission is powerless to stop 
what Commissioner Ann Berry 
called an ‘‘epidemic of second- 
story additions.’’ 


At its June 28 meeting the com- 
mission gave preliminary or final 
approval to four such additions, 
two of which had speakers oppos- 
ing the construction. At the July 12 
Planning and Zoning session the 
commissioners had already ap- 
proved one application for an ad- 
dition when it considered Naoki 
Kaku’s application for an addition. 


Kaku elected not to speak to 
the commission, but five of his 
neighbors did — all opposing the 
proposal to make 730 Talbot the 
first two-story house on the block 
where there are mostly small 
houses crammed onto 25-by 
100-foot lots. 

The dissidents even presented a 
petition with the signatures of 91 
residents of Talbot and adjacent 
Evelyn, Cornell and Washington 
avenues in hopes of getting the 
commission to block the project. 

What they got instead was an 
education on the limits of the

Planning Commission’s powers 
and the realities of a changing 
city. 

While the commission did vote 
to continue Kaku’s application, it 
made clear that its action was bas- 
ed on deficiencies in the drawings 
and design, not disapproval of the 
addition itself. 

Presenting the petition, Talbot 
resident Linda Liem said the 
neighborhood is ‘‘quite upset’’ 
about the addition, which would 
be the first in the immediate area. 

““We have very small lots,’’ she 
said, noting that her backyard 
would lose some hours of 
sunlight. She also objected to a 
proposed deck she said would 
face her bedroom, invading her 
privacy. 

Ed Mears, a 10-year Albany 
resident who lives behind Kaku, 
called the proposed design ‘‘an 
eyesore’ and also noted that he 
would lose sunlight and privacy. 

“Tt?s important to me how my 
neighborhood looks,’’ Mears 
said. ‘‘I don’t want a box hanging 
over my backyard.’’ 

Phyllis Mears took her turn at 
the microphone, saying, ‘‘I guess 
you can go three or four stories if 
things keep going like they have.”’ 

She showed the commission 
pictures of the house with the ad- 
dition outlined in, saying, ‘‘This 
is what I’m going to have to look 
at in the future, most likely.’

Families with complexes of more 
than 20 units will be assessed a 
flat fee of $340 on top of $12 per 
unit. Condominium owners will 
be assessed $17 annually. Owners 
of commercial and industrial pro- 
perties will be assessed by a dif- 
ferent formula.

The assessment is expected to 
generate $160,000 each year for 
the next five years to fund im- 
provements to the city’s aging 
parks and recreation facilities. 
The City Council will have to ap- 
prove a project list each year 
before any funds can be spent. 

Despite a flyer mailed by the ci- 
ty to all.of Albany’s nearly 5,000 
property owners, only 54 written 
protests were recorded. Those 
protests represented about 2 per-

neighbors,’’ Mears said, ‘‘but I 
can’t when their moving in on 
me.’’ She and others predicted it 
would trigger a string of additions 
on the block if approved. 

Some of the speakers also 
claimed that the Kaku house was 
actually closer to the property line 
than indicated on the application. 
Most of the speakers claimed that 
allowing the addition would lower 
their property values, and all of 
them objected to the ‘‘box-like’’ 
design of the addition. 

Commissioner Bob Luoma 
noted the concerns about the pro- 
perty line, saying, ‘‘If he builds it 
in the wrong place, you can make 
him tear it down. That’s happen- 
ed in the past.’’ 

The commission also agreed 
that the design of the addition 
was inappropriate, showing ‘‘no 
effort to reproduce the home that 
exists,’’ said Commissioner 
Phyllis Lyon. 

“Tn view of the small lot and in 
view of the concern by neighbors, 
you should get the best design 
possible,’’ Berry told Kaku. ‘“‘I 
would urge you to get some pro- 
fessional advice.’” 

But the commissioners em- 
phasized that its function is 
limited to the actual design of ad- 
ditions, not whether they are ap- 
propriate for the neighborhood. 

“There are going to be more, 
rather than less second story addi-

to the city Tuesday. 

The entire site lies on the 
eastern side of San Pablo Avenue. 
It consists of one area between 
Conlon Avenue and the city’s 
northern border, called Target 
Area 8 by the El Cerrito 
Redevelopment Agency, and an 
adjacent area of two lots south of 
Conlon Avenue. 

The third part of the project is 
the Red Onion restaurant, which, 
apart from a remodeling job, is 
the only thing expected to remain 
unchanged. 

Target Area 8 

Only the northern part of the 
project was officially reviewed by 
the Design Review Board 
although members looked at 
potential impacts on the two 
neighboring areas. The 
Redevelopment Agency signed a 


contract April 18 giving two firms 
exclusive rights to develop the 
land north of Conlon Avenue, 
Branagh Construction of Pied- 
mont and C.L. Associates of 
Lafayette. 

The two firms plan to start buy- 
ing the 10 lots currently on the site 
in the fall and begin building what 
would be become the Gateway-El , 
Cerrito next summer. Richmond 
architect Michael Woldemar 
would design the new buildings. 

The development is expected to 
have stores and automotive 
businesses. A valuation of the 
land by the Redevelopment Agen- 
cy is still pending. 

The Gateway-El Cerrito would 
displace several businesses now 
there including Winston Tire, 
Quanset Hut and J&R

tions,’’ said Commissioner Jack 
Hogg, noting that the commission 
normally receives two such ap- 
plications per meeting. 

“We cannot tell a person ‘you 
can’t add a second story to your 
house,’’’ Hogg said, adding that 
the city council has said it would 
not support decisions to block ad- 
ditions that meet city guidelines. 

There is a lot of motivation, 
Hogg explained, for homeowners 
who bought their house for 
$70,000 to invest $100,000 in an 
addition and end up with a house 
worth $200,000. 

Objections such as loss of 
sunlight and privacy are a concern 


only as far as the actual design is 
concerned, Berry said, noting that 
the commission can make ap- 
plicants relocate windows or 
substitute skylights in some cases. 

At its June 28 meeting, the 
commission took actions such as 
replacing one set of windows with 
skylights, moving another win- 
dow above eye-level, and ordering 
another design changed so that an 
offending window would be 
frosted. 

“‘We simply don’t have control 
except for design,’’ Berry said. 

The commission moved to con- 
tinue Kaku’s application pending 
the submission of more complete 
drawings. 


Prior to hearing Kaku’s ap- 
plication, the commission ap- 
proved variance applications 
allowing second-story additions 
at 969 Curtis Street and 730 
Talbot. There were no objections 
to either application at the 
hearings. 

On its regular agenda, the com- 
mission reviewed and approved 
the design of a second-story addi- 
tion at 650 Santa Fe Street before 
discovering that the applicant had 
not erected the required story pole 
intended to let neighbors know 
about the pending addition. 

The commission let its approval

Revenue opportunities are limited 
and we can’t generate large 
revenues for classes.’” 

It is anticipated that $160,000 
can be raised from passage of the 
Landscape and Lighting Assess- 
ment District to be voted on by 
the City Council on July 18. Some 
of the funds are earmarked for 
capital improvements such as the 
expenditure of $32,000 to repair 
the tennis courts in Memorial 
Park. Williams said that if the bill 
passes it will be the first time there 
has been such a program. 

He would like to ‘‘hit every cor- 
ner in the city so that everyone 
will get the benefits.’’ He hopes to 
fix up the ball fields and 
playgrounds and to landscape the 
Buchanan Street median from 
I-80 to San Pablo Avenue. 

Other projects include planting 
new and replacement trees on 
Solano and San Pablo avenues, 
building a small community in 
Middle School Park for classes 
and meetings and to landscape the 
area where the BART tracks cross 
Solano Avenue. For the latter, the

ot a councilmember, And Porter 
has a quarter of the voting power 
necessary to pass it, assuming 
council meetings continue with 
four members present during 
Mayor Anna Howe’s bout with 
cancer. 

The proposal would allow a 
resident to apply to a neutral 
committee to have his neighbor’s 
tree trimmed when it blocks his 
view. 

“TI think it’s undergone three or, 
four different versions,’’ said 
Porter. ‘‘Originally it was intend- 
ed to make having offending trees 
a misdemeanor,’’ he said, ex- 
plaining that most courts do not 
consider a blocked view a legal 
nuisance. 

Most bodies of law protect peo- 
ple’s rights to be free from per- 
sonal injury or assault, he added, 
but do not recognize their rights 
to light, a view and air. In order 
for someone to have a legal 
footing to sue for those rights, he 
would need an ordinance like the 
one proposed. 

And why should the city get in- 
volved in an area bound to be 
frought with emotions and law- 
suits? Because, argued Porter, a 
neutral committee could actually 
do a lot to prevent lawsuits. ‘‘In 
my experience, where egos are in- 
volved, suggestions from a com- 


mittee are not viewed so 
suspiciously as those from the 
grievant.’” 


Even though this proposal has 
involved Porter more personally 
than most council actions will, it 
illustrates the most important 
quality he brings to El Cerrito 
leadership: ‘‘The main benefit of 
a legal background is to be more 
careful and precise in drafting 
legislation to avoid ambiguities,”’ 
said Porter, ‘‘and things that are 
invalid, impractical and 
unconstitutional.’’ 

A better summary of Porter’s 
role would be hard to make for 
anyone who has seen him at 
meetings, saying simply, “‘I have 
a few comments about section 
10.50.150, subparagraph b,’’ and 
proceeding, line by line, to edit 
the language of a proposed law. 

Porter defended his sometimes 
remote manner, however, as sur- 
facing primarily when dealing 
with ordinance writing. ‘“‘I don’t 
think my friends see my de- 
meanor as professional,’’ he said. 
The button-down appearance 
may also be a carry-over from his 
years developing a court presence 
and style suited to the business 
cases he argues. 

If he were seen running his 15 
miles a week or day-tripping 
around the Bay Area with his 
family, the Michigan farm boy of 
Porter’s youth might be more ap- 
parent. And, although the Scotch 
and German blood in his veins 
probably has never allowed him 
to completely let go of his 
ancestral reserve, he shows the 
thrill he gets from parenting his 
four-year-old son Alex. 

Porter’s mornings are broken 
up by taking him to pre-school 
and the bright-faced boy has been 
all over Europe with his parents. 

“‘He’s definitely earned his fre- 
quent flyer miles,’’ said Porter, 
who has become acutely aware, 
along with his working wife, of 
childcare problems in El Cerrito. 

A childcare center at Fairmont 
School, scheduled to open in the 
fall with 30 spaces, already has 15 
filled, said Porter, and a city 
youth recreation program just 
starting up has about 40 spaces 
left out of 2,500. 

One thing Porter is not: he is 
not out of touch. In fact, he 
stressed that people should call 
him during the day or at home 
whenever they want more infor- 
mation on how the council works 
or have ideas about what it should 
be working on. 

“‘1’m in the book,”’ said Porter. 
“In a town the size of El Cerrito, 
the council should be available 
and accessible.”’

EL CERRITO -- August is still 
weeks away and solar heat beats 
off San Pablo Avenue’s acres of 
blacktop as though the stuff were 
designed to be a high-efficiency 
sunbed. Car tops fold back and 
windows slide down. Those with 
air conditioning have already 
blasted facefulls of winter dust 
out of their dash vents with shots 
of cool air. 

But the best thing for cooling 
off the insides when your body is 
registering in the red zone is still 
ice cream. Not everybody can 
drop in at the pool during work, 
but there isn’t anyone who can’t

Exotic cures for 
exotic creatures 
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slip out for a scoop or three of the 
best dairy product ever devised. 

But nobody is waiting for the 
vendor to roll around anymore. 
Even if the musical truck arrives, 
it’s embarrassing elbowing all 
those eight-year-olds out of the 
way. Instead, El Cerrito mer- 
chants have taken on the flood of 
wilting customers with new-age 
variations on ice cream that have 
been born out of thousands of in- 
vestment dollars from last 
winter’s savings and the latest 
chemical breakthroughs. 

At the same time, one small- 
scale El Cerrito business claims to 
be the only place in the city selling 
ice'cream in the form that evolved 
from the dessert of 13th century 
Chinese and Italian nobles: 
gelato. Technically, the dense, 
rich gelato sold at the Art Cafe, 
10174 San Pablo Ave., is not ice 
cream at all, but a milk sherbet. 
Gelato is made without air injec- 
tion, unlike ice cream. 

The result is a small, intense 
frozen dessert that nevertheless 
goes a long way. The cafe carries 
a San Francisco brand of gelato 
called Marco Polo in flavors in- 
cluding Irish coffee, cantaloupe, 
vanilla bean, rum raisin and mint 
chip. A popular flavor is ar- 
cobanelo, a mixture of almond, 
chocolate, vanilla and pistachio. 

Most appealing about the 
cafe’s gelato is that you can 
always mix flavors, even if you 
are just single-scooping. With a 
small serving, co-owner Soo Oh 
will combine any two flavors into 
a scoop for $1.10. For $1.50, you 
get one to three flavors and, for 
$1.90, the large size, you get up to 
four. A pint is $2.95. 

Oh, and her husband, David, 
who runs the cafe, does not 
specialize in gelato yet, still 
preferring to balance out their 
sales with deli and salad items. 
Gelato sales don’t quite match 
those of food items, said Oh. 
That should change once the 
word gets out about gelato, she 
said. 

“—In San Francisco it’s very 
popular. Not here. I think a lot of 
people don’t know,”’ she said. 

Just up the street at the old 
standby of Baskin Robbins, the 
31 (actually more like 500) flavors 
of ice cream have been sup- 
plemented by a massive dose of 
what could only be called yogurt 
technology.

KENSINGTON -- There are 
two entrances to the Aesop 
Veterinary Clinic in Kensington, 
one for dogs and one for cats, 
birds and others. Others means 
the exotics — reptiles, amphi- 
bians, rodents, rabbits and 
monkeys, which, along with the 
birds, comprise 15 to 20 percent 
of all the animals seen by veteran 
veterinatian Bruce Feldmann. 

The office contains a resident 
mini-menagerie. There are three 
birds in the reception area, a large 
green parrot named General who 
was left behind by his owner in 
lieu of payment, a small parrot 
named Bogie and a cockatiel 
named Chiquito. 

Two Rhodesian Ridgeback 
canince, named Camel and 
Brutus, laze about the doctor’s 
office. Brutus is the donor dog 
for those occasional instances 
when blood transfusions are 
needed. 

Two cats, Darwin and Wally, 
have the run of the place as do 
most members of their species. 
Wally is the donor cat. 

A large framed picture of what 
might be the star of a Japanese 
monster movie hangs in the ex- 
amining room. It’s actually a 
photo of a flea magnified into 
infinity. 

On of the drawers contains a 
“‘wee beastie’? stethoscope, a 
smaller sized version of the kind 
used on two-legged animals. 

Feldmann has one of the largest 
bird and exotic animal practices 
in California, with 24 years 


veterinary experience under nis 


belt, including 10 years at UC 
Berkeley and a stint in the Peace 
Corps in West Africa. 

In the eight years he has prac- 
ticed in Kensington, he has 
treated crocodiles, skunks, taran- 
tulas, iguanas, grey rats, and 
chimpanzees, in addition to the 
more common cats, dogs and 
birds. 

The largest creature he ever 
treated was a 120 lb. constrictor 
snake which had a viral inflam- 
mation of the brain and subse- 
quently died. ‘‘The most difficult 
animal to treat is the hysterical 
domestic cat,’’ said Feldmann, 
“the kind which bites and claws 
simultaneously and runs up walls 
and usually requires sedation in 
order to be examined.”’ 

“Tt is not the rich and famous 
who own exotic pets,’’ according 
to Feldmann. ‘‘The more exotic 
the pet, the more likely it is to be 
owned by a blue collar worker.’’ 

Feldmann theorizes that it has 
to do with power. ‘‘People below 
middle class who feel relatively 
powerless purchase exotic cars 
and pets as a way of saying ‘I am 
different, I am special.’ Because 
they tend to feel less in control of 
their lives than other segments of 
society, always feeling one down, 
they need a lot of expression 
which they cannot get at work.’’ 

Owners of exotics come mostly 
from San Pablo, Hercules, 
Crockett, Rodeo, Fremont and 
Union City on referrals from pet 
stores. 


Some of the animals seen by 
Feldmann are illegal to own in 
California. If Feldmann were to 
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take them into the hospital he 
would be charged as a co- 
possessor. He is legally allowed to 
treat them on an out-patient basis 
and he is then not obligated to 
report it. Although Feldmann is, 
he says, unalterably opposed on 
humane grounds to people own-

Marangella, because El Cerrito 
does not have large industries like 
many cities to provide tax 
revenue, 

El Cerrito is also unable to take 
advantage of much of the value of 
property in the city because it so 
rarely changes hands. When pro- 
perty is sold or willed, it is reap- 
praised, allowing for reevaluation 
of the parcel’s tax. Since property 
in this city constantly increases in 
value, El Cerrito has a large, un- 
tapped source of revenue that will 
only become available slowly, 
over the years. Marangella said 
that in this area the city’s growth 
is 10 times slower than the county 
average. 

Revenues resulting from the 
operations of the Redevelopment 
Agency have also been slow com- 
ing in as large projects like the 
Schurgin shopping mall have been 
repeatedly delayed, and others 
like the renovation of the El Cer- 
rito Plaza have fallen through 
altogether. 

Marangella characterized 
assessments as the means many 
local cities are using to counter 
the restrictions of Prop 13 and the 
Gann spending limits. 

Use of revenue freed by the 
lighting assessment will have to be 
worked out every year it is 
readopted. With a new fire truck 
valued at about $200,000 and a 
$250,000 Station 72 remodeling 
job as yet unpaid for, the motiva- 
tion to renew the assessment may 
be strong.

Feldmann decided to become a 
veterinarian when he was an 11 
year old in Hollywood because he 
was unconsciously aware of get- 
ting something back from animals 
which he did not get from peers or 
family. 

He now gives that something 
back through his work. ‘‘What 
we offer at Aesop, besides a 
perfectionist doctor,’’ said the 
doctor, ‘‘is low volume, intimate 
personal care. We are the op- 
posite of the Kaiser-like clinic. 
We follow up. We call the 


animals’ owners to see if the 
animal has recovered and this is 
done with every single sick 
animal.”’ 


Every time an animal dies or is 
killed or put to sleep, Feldmann 
personally hand writes a letter of 
condolence. Everyone who has to 
wait more than five or ten 
minutes after his scheduled ap- 
pointment receives a letter of 
apology. 


Feldmann has one pet 
peeve — ‘‘People who love their 
animals but who are unable to 
translate that love into positive, 
responsible care, someone who 
unintentionally lets a medical 
consideration continue un- 
treated.’’ He said he tries to get 
this point across to people 
without makng them feel defen- 
sive or put down.

will be a Food For Less store, a 
low-overhead, 50,000-square foot 
warehouse-type grocery store, but 
with produce, meat and bakery 
sections. The rest of the retailers 
expected to be drawn by Food For 
Less to the Promenade would 
probably be a drug store, record, 


electronics, sporting goods, 
clothes and shoe stores, said 
Lynch. 


Bacon, who was unimpressed 
by the line-up, said Food For Less 
had been described to him as a 
“dented caf store.’’ Original ex- 
pectations of a Ross or Marshall’s 
department store had steadily 
diminished, complained Bacon, 
over the two years that the agency 
has been negotiating with 
Schurgin. 

Difficulty with tenants was also 
the reason behind Shurgin’s 
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numerous delays and missed 
deadlines, said Lynch. Agency 
members Jean Siri and Stephen 
Porter said the agency should not 
make light of Schurgin’s task, ad- 
mitting they have yet to see a 
developer complete an agency 
project in El Cerrito. 

“This is the only player in 
town,”’ said Porter, who caution- 
ed against taking a poker bluffing 
mentality in light of the agency’s 
contract with Schurgin. ‘‘We are 
risking credibility to every other 
developer,’’ said Porter. 

Siri and Porter agreed with the 
advice of agency attorney Lee 
Rosenthal, who said that the con- 
tract could be legally terminated, 
but that the Seidell issue was pro- 
bably not in itself enough to 
justify termination in court. 

Porter and Siri also argued that 
the solidarity for Seidell was moy- 
ing but should have been voiced

and tennis courts, tree planting 
projects along Solano and San 
Pablo avenues, and other 
projects. 4 

“Many of these projects were 
discussed, but there was never 
enough tunds. I don’t know any 
other way to fund these projects 
without (creating) an assessment 
district,’’ said John Williams, the 
city’s director for Recreation & 
Community Sevices. 

The 30 people who attended 
Monday night’s public hearing 
seemed split over the issue. About 
an equal number spoke in favor 
of the assessment district as did 
those opposed. 

Those supporting the assess- 
ment said they were concerned 
about safety and the decline of 
property values with regard to the 
city’s maintenance neglect. 

“T’'m tired of Albany looking 
like its being taken care of by an 


absentee landlord,’’ said one 
woman in support of the 
assessment. 

Those arguing against the 


assessment charged the city with 
abusing its power to raise 
revenue, 


“It’s a skillful practice to ex- 
tract money from people against 
their will,’’ said longtime Albany 
resident William Culley, Jr. 

Culley told the council to 
“Stop thinking about what we 
can get away with, but start think- 
ing about what we really need.”’ 

He surmised that the 54 protest 
letters that the city received 
represented only a ‘‘miniscule’’ 
amount of the actual number of 
those against the assessment. 
Culley claimed that the city gave 
opponents of the assessment only 
seven days to respond. 

If the city had received protests 
from property owners owning 
more than half of the city’s total 
property values, the council 
would have been forced to supply 
four supporting votes to create 
the assessment.

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the voters. ‘‘I do still see it as a 
tax,’’ said Bacon. ‘‘It’s legally an 
assessment, but from a voter’s 
point of view, it’s a tax.” 

Even if the assessment had 
gone before voters and was re- 
jected, he would still have voted 
for it, said Bacon. For that 
reason, he said, putting the 
assessment to a public vote would 
be hypocritical. 


The reason for his change was 
the $72 per single-family 
residence amount of the assess- 
ment, said Bacon. When he made 
his campaign pitch, the council 
was facing several assessments 
with a price tag closer to $200 per 
single-family residence, he said. 
“Size is the major issue that make 
a difference in my book,’’ said 
Bacon. 

Besides, he said, ‘‘These are 
issues which typical voters are not 
well versed in. Voters look to the 
council for judgement on those 
issues.” 


Siri, the other recall target who 
ran last November, said that the 
public should be informed about 
assessments a year in advance 
when she was campaigning. She 
voted in June, however, for an 
assessment that was only an- 
nounced on February 22. The 
date for the public hearing over 
the assessment was first announc- 
ed as June 20, but was later mov- 
ed back two weeks to June 6. 

Siri did not recall making the 


statement, but said, ‘‘I suppose I 
must have in the heat of battle.’ 

“The real issue,’’ said Siri, ‘‘is 
that since Prop. 13 you haven’t 
had any money and rather than 
cut police and fire you have to do 
something.’’ She acknowledged 
that Feb. 22 was the first date the 
idea of an assessment won ap- 
proval, but argued, “‘It must have 
been a year that the assessment 
was debated.”’ 


Passing the assessment later 
proved to be the right move when 
only a small number of objections 
came in and the telephone survey 
showed a 75 percent~ margin in 
support of passage, said Siri. 

The survey actually showed 
that 69.4 percent of the 
respondents supported the $72 
per family annual assessment. 

As for the telephone survey, 
Marangella responded to one 
often heard complaint, that the 
questions were slanted to elicit a 
‘yes’? response from residents, 
by providing a copy of the survey 
questions. Previous efforts to ob- 
tain copies of the questions from 
the survey company had failed, 
arousing suspicion in the minds of 
recall organizers. 

The survey’s accuracy was 
defended by City Manager Ron 
Creagh, who said the company, 
Corey, Canapary & Galanis, was 
a reputable one with 20 years’ ex- 
perience. The strict and accurate 
statistical rules used in the survey 
are not generally understood by 
the public or recall organizers, 
said Creagh.

yogurt. 

At the same time, although the 
consistency resembles soft-serve 
ice cream, Baskin Robbins’ 
frozen yogurt has none of the 
airy, filler quality of soft-serve ice 
cream, putting the stuff on a par 
with their regular ice cream in 
flavor. 

Despite the breakthrough this 
represents for dieters, they never 
seem to survive the toppings 
center. Customers will routinely 
smother a low-cal yogurt cone 
with peanut butter cups, Oreo 
crumbs or chocolate chip pieces, 
said French, canceling out the 
most brilliantly devised diet 
formulas. 

Frozen yogurt sells for $1 a cup 
for a small size, $1.45 for a 
medium size and $1.95 for a large 
size, not including toppings. 

Yogurt sales are at about 18% 
of ice cream sales, said French, 
but after a lot of homework on 
the product, he has faith in its 
future. ‘‘It was a big invest- 
ment,’’ said French. “‘It was 
$15,000 just to put this yogurt in 
the store. It takes a while to make 
that pay off. 

“T think the market is here,’’ he 
said.

(c) For each commercial building 
as herein defined, the sum of five 
hundred ($500) dollars for each 
group of five or fewer domestic- 
type plumbing fixtures.

The 
coupe is equipped with sculptured 
lift-control spoilers at both the 
front and rear which, when de- 
ployed, provide increased down 
force to improve high-speed han- 
dling. They are also designed to 
increase drag when necessary to 
aid braking. 

The roof and greenhouse is all 
glass, and provides superb visibi- 
lity (shades of the Jetsons). The 
glass surfaces are designed to use 
Ford’s own switchable privacy 
glass. 


Space-age materials 


This unique glass employs 
liquid-crystal technology to con- 
trol light transmission. In the 
viewing mode, 85 percent of the 
ambient light passes through the 
glass; when switched to its secon- 
dary mode, only 5 percent of the 
ambient light passes through the 


glass, offering privacy and sun 
protection. 

This new glass is a neat trick, 
one that is sure to be listed on the 
production option sheets in the 
next few years. 

The headlights and tail lights 
utilize the amazing new Thin Film 
Lighting package. The new pack- 
age costs less to produce, is much 
lighter in weight and already sur- 
passes the U.S. government light- 
ing requirements for automobiles. 
The front and rear lights are 
blended into the side body mold- 
ing which flows completely 
around the Machete. 

The highly-sculptured body- 
work carries over into an interior 
that is spacious and ergonomica- 
lly sound. The driver seat incor- 
porates the center console and the 
driver’s relationship to the shif- 
ter, door locks, stereo and hood 
releases remain constant regard- 
less of seating position.
